An Increaseof 10 9fi w ithin the last
10 years Is show-- by the federal school
census of Memphis, which has been
rerentlv comnleted and has Just
been received bv the board of educa-
tion. In 1910, there were 33.462 boy
and girls bet wen the agfs of and
21 years residing In this city while the
census of this year gives a totul of
42.9.".s.

Comparison of the two census report
show that In 1910. there were 9 4"2
white boys and 5 S4 negro bovs. This
vesr there are 12.H74 white boys and
7.23s negro boys that are residents
of Memphis and which makes a total
of 20.112 or a gain of 4.97S white and
negro boys.

California has doubled since 1 3

"It must be said the Jap is thrifty
lind as soon as he naves something fiom
his earnings he goes Into business for
himself, usually fsrmlng. As a result
they are Acquiring great tracts of land
In California, and taking over whole
communities. As the Japanese would
come In many whites would move out
because, as they stated, they did Hot
like the new envlroment and could not
compete with the Japanese owing to
their different standards of living.

"These facts led to the passage by
the California legislature In 3 of
the antlallen land law, which made It

Illegal for those who are not eligible
for naturalisation to own land, or to
lease It for more than three years. But
the Japanese have evaded that law In

'such an extent that It practically serves
no purpose at all. For Instance, a Jap-
anese who is preclu-le- by thftt law
from owning lands, buys the land in
the name of his infant native-hor- n child
and becomes the guardian of such child.
The Japanese also form corporations
with white 'dummy' directors, mid ac-

quire land In enormous acreages.
"The Callfornlans assert that tho Jap-

anese offer ft racial problem in that
they could not ho assimilated. It Is

very rare that a Japaneso marries a
white woman or vice versa. Both races
seem to discountenance Intermarriage.
They love their mother country. They
love the Japaneso traditions and the
Japanese language, and for this reason
It Is difficult to Americanise them.

'We witnessed the arrlvs,! of u con-

signment of 'picture brides,' who came
to this country already married' to
Japanese men they had never seen.
Marriage was arranged by correspond-eno- e

and an exchange of pictures, Such
a protest against that practice was
caused that tbo Japanese called a halt
on the 'picture brides' so that after
August of this vear the Japanese men
will be compelled to find another method
of consummating their murnages with
women In Japan."
